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Frequency: 16 cases; 0.5% of all crashes
Severity: 9% resulted in serious or fatal injuries

Description: The crash occurred at an
intersection, signalized or uncontrolled, at which
the motorist failed to yield. The circumstances
did not conform to any other crash type.

Summary: In comparison to all crashes, this
crash was more likely to involve adult (age 25 to
44) and middle adult (age 45 to 64) bicyclists.  

Four and five-lane roads were heavily
represented, combined accounting for 70 percent
of crashes.

All of these crashes occurred on roads with a
speed limit of 50 to 60 or 60 to 70 km/h.  

This type of crash tended to be less severe than
the average. There were no fatalities.
